MONEY LENDING

Berlin, May 16.—It is learned 011 ex­ 
cellent authority that tho kaiser has just 
instituted a searching investigation of 
the money lending scandals iu his army, 
and has really inaugurated a crusade 
against the abuses that havo risen un­ 
der tho prevailiug system. 
He realizes 
that his army is being riddled by the of­ 
ficers getting themselves bound soul and 
body to tho usurers. 
But what hurts 
Kvvvv 
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not in the same degree co-extensive with 
the army, but are especially accentu­ 
ated in those officers who belong to bis 
own kingdom, that of Prussia. 
The pay of the officers, like that of the 
men, is ridiculously small, and even to 
provide themselves with what in Ameri­ 
ca would be called necessaries they are 
forced to resent to their own private in- 
1 comes, aud those failing are thrown in­ 
to the clutches of Jews principally. Be­ 
sides, this great need of money has in­ 
creased gambling iu the army to a most 
terrible degree, and several very no­ 
torious clubs have within the last few 
months been proceeded against. 
What can be done to help the officers 
out of their troubles is hard here to see, 
unless their pay be increased, and that 
is a very improbable thing. 
The cash­ 
iering of officers would cause general 
and outrageous scandal, which could 
not but revert on the army, and later 
upon the emperor himself, as it must 
expose to a greater or less extent the 
straits into which the officers are placed 
by reason of the penuriousness of the 
kaiser and the rcichstag, or else by ex­ 
posing a fact which is generally ad­ 
mitted even in Germany, that the em­ 
pire is now taxed to the limit of its en­ 
durance in maintaining its enormous 
standing army and its navy, and its 
army aud navy improvements aud in­ 
crease.

MONEY LENDING 


Bcnndal Iii the German Army Being 
Investigated by the Emperor. 
Berlin, May 16.—It is learned on ex­ 
cellent authority that the kaiser has jnst 
instituted a searching investigation of 
the money lending scandals in his army, 
and has really inaugurated a crusade 
against the abuses that have risen nu­ 
der tho prevailing system. 
He realizes 
that his army is being riddled by the of­ 
ficers getting themselves bound soul and 
body to the usurers. 
But what hurts 
him most is the fact that the abuses are 
not in the same degree co-extensive with 
the army, but are especially accentu­ 
ated in those officers who belong to his 
own kingdom, that of Pnreda. 
The pay of the officers, like that of the 
men, is ridiculously small, and even to 
provide themselves with what in Ameri­ 
ca would bt* called necessaries they are 
forced to resort to their own private in- 
oomes. aud those failing are thrown in­ 
to the clutches of Jews principally. Be­ 
sides, this great need of money has in­ 
creased gambling in the army to a mon 
terrible degree, and several very no­ 
torious clubs have within the last few 
months been proceeded against. 
What can be done to help the officers 
out of their troubles is hard here to see, 
unless their pay Ins increased, aud that 
is a very improbable thing. 
The cash­ 
iering of officers would cause general 
aud outrageous scandal, which could 
not but revert on the army, and lab r 
upon the emperor himself, as it must 
exp ne to a greater or less extent the 
straits into which the officers are placed 
by reason of the penuriousness of the 
kaiser and the reichstag, or else by ex­ 
posing a fact which is generally ad­ 
mitted even in Germany, that the em­ 
pire is now taxed to the limit of its en­ 
durance in m aintaining its enormous 
-funding army and its navy, and its 
army aud navy improvements aud in­ 
crease.
